However, if the Republican Party is 
truly sincere, it must prove it to the Mexi- 
can-American. Now, more than any other 
time in the past, the GOP has a golden op¬ 
portunity to gather new supporters from a- 
mong the Spanish-speaking populace. Cer¬ 
tainly, discontent among the M-A community 
with the existing party in power is partially 
to account for the spectacular electoral vic¬ 
tory achieved by the GOP. And certainly the 
opportunity is there for the GOP to trans¬ 
form the M-A community into a bipartisan 
electorate. 

But let the GOP beware. The Mexi- 
can-American is tired of being a bridesmaid. 
He wants his voice to be heard at the State 
Capitol. And he wants to be listened to. He 
is tired of unkept promises and doubletalk. 
He wants action taken on his problems now 
and not tomorrow. The M-A doesn't want to 
continue carrying the main burden of taxes 
upon Ins shoulders.

He wants 
his children to be well educated and not have 
the opportunity taken further away by the un¬ 
fair imposition of tuitions at our State uni¬ 
versities. Furthermore, the farm laborer 
wants fair wages and the right to unionize. 

The State GOP has the jxjlitical foot¬ 
ball once more. The eyes of the Mexican- 
American community are going to be sharply 
focused on it over the next 4 years. Will the 
GOP run with the football flat on its face as 
it has so often in the past?

Many of you, I'm sure, do not know 
my field of work is Electronic Data Process¬ 
ing. I was surprised how few people under¬ 
stand what Data Processing really is. In this 
column and my next few columns I will at¬ 
tempt to explain to you what it's all about and 
the career opportunities in the various phas¬ 
es of this field. 

Many years ago, as little companies 
became big companies, it was necessary to 
increase the size of the office staffs toa point 
where the bookkeeping and accounting staff 
almost equalled their production personnel. 
New methods of accounting and mechanical 
aides were invented so that the cost of keep¬ 
ing an office staff would not be too much. 

The first mechanical aides were add¬ 
ing machines and calculators and figures 
were posted in ledgers then stored in filing 
cabinets. As big companies became huge 
companies new methods were still needed so 
the electric accounting machines were devcl- 
ped. The machines were fed by punched 
cards and the figures printed onto continuous 
form paper. The leader in this field was the 
International Business Machine Corporation, 
better known as IBM Corporation. 

The punched card concept brought with 
it new methods and new machines to sort, 
reproduce, update, collate, select, and punch 
the company records so that the accounting 
machine could print them in a logical se¬ 
quence, and so they could be filed effeciently. 
This equipment is generally called unit re¬ 
cord equipment. 

Then the huge companies outgrew the 
unit record machines and so computers were 
developed. The computers are still fed by 
punched cards but all the sorting, collating, 
and etc., is done internally at tremendous 
speeds. Computers do in one minute what 
humans did in many days. Certainly compu¬ 
ters can't do everything humans can do, they 


only perform the process described above 
and output selected information by a series 
of instructions which are written by human 
programmers, however, when you compare 
the speed to the humans, there is certainly 
no comparison. 

The i960's have brought with them a 
highly computerized age in which the ma¬ 
chines arc now being produced at a cost so 
low that the very small companies can now 
afford computers. IBM now has a two year 
backlog on orders for its latest model, the S 
360, which is available in many different 
configurations at various prices. The demand 
for career people in this tremendously ex¬ 
panding field is unequalled in the history of 
our progress. In my next few columns I will 
outline the different phases of data process¬ 
ing and the career possibilities in each cate¬ 
gory.
